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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


U.S. EXPORT SALES 


U.S. Exports of Corn, Grain Sorghum, and Soybeans for 1986/87 Exceed 
Previous Year. The FAS Export Sales Report shows U.S. corn exports for the 1986/87 
marketing year (Sept/Aug) total 39.06 million metric tons compared to 31.44 million 
tons for the 1985/86 marketing year. This represents an increase of 24 percent 
above the previous year, but is 13 percent below the five-year average. Exports of 
grain sorghum for the 1986/87 marketing year totaled 4.99 million tons compared to 
4.62 million tons for the 1985/86 marketing year, an increase of 8 percent above the 
previous year, but 18 percent below the five-year average. Soybean exports totaled 
20.93 million tons compared to 20.31 million tons for the 1985/86 marketing year, a 
3-percent increase over the previous year, but 4 percent below the five-year average. 


The following table compares accumulated exports and outstanding sales for 
similar periods in the 1986/87 and the 1987/88 marketing years as reported under 
FAS's Export Sales Reporting Program. Data for 1986/87 are as of Sept. 4, 1986, 
while data for 1987/88 are as of Sept. 3, 1987. Accumulated exports are commonittes 
which have been sold and exported. Outstanding sales are commodities which have 
been sold but not yet exported. 


The 1985/86 data for corn and grain sorghum have been adjusted to include 
shipments reported during the month of September, so a meaningful comparison can be 
made. Data are measured in thousand units (metric tons/bales).

GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIET Grain Harvest Lags As of Mid-September. The U.S. agricultural 
attache in Moscow reported that as of September 14, small grains and pulses 
were cut on an area of 91.7 million hectares and threshed on 83.9 million 
hectares, the latter given as 77 percent of the sown area. The grain harvest 
was delayed initially by the late spring and now by frequent rains. The 
magnitude of the delay is seen when comparing threshing progress of previous 
years. At the same time last year, 92.9 million hectares of small grains and 
pulses had been threshed. In 1985, the figure was 90.0 million, and the 
1980-84 average figure was 98.9 million hectares. 


Also as of September 14, it was reported that corn-for-grain was 
harvested on 279,000 hectares, an unexpectedly low figure, since the Soviet 
central press had reported the grain harvest was nearly completed in the 
Ukraine, Moldavia and North Caucasus--major corn-producing regions. 


The Soviet press reported inclement weather also was causing delays 
in the harvests of sunflowers, sugar beets, cotton and vegetables. As of 
mid-September, potatoes were harvested on only 711,000 hectares, or 26 percent 
of the sown area. 


Rain also has interfered with other fall field work. Plowing is only 
27 percent completed and winter crops have been seeded on 24.5 million 
hectares. 


RKKKK 


SAUDI ARABIAN Wheat May Displace Some NORTH AMERICAN Wheat in the 
EC. The European Community (EC), facing prospects of diminished quality in 
this year's wheat crop, will reportedly import over 100,000 tons of 
bread-quality wheat from Saudi Arabia. Historically, the EC has imported 
virtually all of its high-quality wheat from the United States and Canada. 
Imports from sources other than the EC have fallen steadily from 6.4 million 
tons in 1979/80 to 2.5 million tons forecast in 1987/88. Saudi Arabia has 
only recently become a wheat exporter, with exports this year forecast at last 
year's level of 1 million tons. Prior to 1985/86, Saudi Arabia did not export 
any wheat, and imported 600,000 to 700,000 tons in the early 1980s. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


Soybean Operations Resume at SPANISH Port. Soybean operations at the 
Spanish port of Barcelona have returned to near normal following a brief 
precautionary shutdown when local health authorities suggested a possible link 
between dust from soybeans and incidence of asthma in nearby populated areas. 
Studies so far are inconclusive on the cause of the outbreak in Barcelona of 
urban asthma, which resulted in four deaths and hospitalization of about 80 
persons. No other Spanish soybean receiving or processing operations have 
been affected by the Barcelona situation.

FRUITS 


Smaller GREEK Sultana Pack Forecast for 1987/88. According to the 
Greek government, the 1987/88 sultana pack is projected to reach only 65,000 
tons, sharply below the 97,000 tons originally expected. Vines in the two 
major growing areas--Crete and Heraklion prefectory--were severely damaged by 
phyloxera fungus. Freezing temperatures and excessive precipitation further 
reduced prospects. The government is trying to hasten uprootings and 
replantings within the framework of EC regulations that provide for support on 
a 50/50 basis (i.e., 50 percent from the EC/50 percent from the Greek 
government). Thus far, replantings have progressed slowly. The plan calls 
for replacing approximately 20,000 hectares of vines within the next 8-10 
years given the current conditions of financing and technical assistance. 


COFFEE 


Coffee Production Revised Downward in DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. Coffee 
production in the Dominican Republic for 1986/87 has been revised to 775,000 
60-kilo bags, down 31 percent from the previous estimate and 15 percent below 
the revised 1985/86 estimate of 910,000 bags, according to the U. S. 
agricultural attache in Santo Domingo. The principal reason for the revisions 
was the outcome of an in-depth review involving coffee stocks, trade and 
production. The forecast for 1987/88 of 820,000 bags remains unchanged. 


REKKK 


Coffee Forecast Lowered in INDIA. The 1987/88 forecast of Indian 
coffee production has been revised downward to 2.0 million 60-kilo bags, 
250,000 bags less than earlier forecast, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor in New Delhi. Drought and reduced flowering have affected 1987/88 
coffee production. Last season's bumper crop was 3.1 million bags. 


TEA 


Tea Production Forecast Up in KENYA, Down for SRI LANKA. The 1987 
tea crop in Kenya is forecast at 150,000 tons, a record level and 5 percent 
above last year's 143,317 ton output, according to the U.S. agricultural 
attache in Nairobi. The 1987 forecast of tea production in Sri Lanka of 
205,000 tons is down 3 percent from the 1986 outturn of 211,278 tons, 
according to the U.S. agricultural counselor reporting for that country from 
New Delhi. Prolonged drought and a decline in area under tea were cited as 
reasons for the expected decline in production. Tea area for 1987 is forecast 
to decline to 220,000 hectares compared to 222,905 in 1986 and 231,650 in 1985. 


REKKK 
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INDONESIAN Tea Production Forecast To Increase. The 1987 Indonesian 
tea crop is forecast at 137,000 tons, up 9 percent from the 1986 harvest of 
125,206 tons, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Jakarta. The 
government's 2-year tea plantation rehabilitation program and favorable 
weather were the major reasons for the expected increase. Production in 1986 
dropped 7 percent below 1985 due to a decline in harvested area. As a result 
of less than optimal weather and relatively low tea prices, a significant area 
of tea was neglected and left unharvested. 


CREDIT NOTES 


GSM-103 Action Announced for BANGLADESH. USDA announced an 


additional $21 million in GSM-103 credit guarantee coverage for Bangladesh in 
fiscal 1987. 


Section 416 Actions Announced for HONDURAS, INDIA and PERU. Honduras 
signed a Section 416 agreement for 12,531 tons of hard red winter wheat valued 
at $1.36 million, 8,137 tons of soft red winter wheat valued at $846,248, 
1,000 tons of durum wheat valued at $130,000 and 6,338 tons of soybeans valued 
at $1.31 million. India signed an agreement for 2,305 tons of butteroil 
valued at $2.76 million. Peru signed an agreement for 5,296 tons of nonfat 
dry milk valued at $4.34 million and 1,400 tons of butteroil valued at $1.68 
million. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The U.S. dollar was mixed in trading during the week of September 18 
as the report on the July trade deficit continues to place the dollar under 
pressure. As the week closed, the dollar stabilized in the face of the 
upcoming meeting of the finance ministers of the seven western nations. This 
group will consider new methods of coordinating exchange rate policy to 
support the dollar.
